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About Exposure, Carter Says

President Carter said yesterday 
some of the nation's “key intelligence 
sources are becoming reluctant to 
continue their relationship with us be- 
cause of the danger of their being ex- 
posed in the future." 

Carter gave no further details as he 
spoke abefore about 1,000 State De- 
partment employes during the sev- 
enth of his series of visits to Cabinet- 
level departments. 

But he said he has written two let- 
ters to foreign leaders apologizing to 
them after news reports linked their 
names to secret Central Intelligence 
Agency payments, and after he 
“checked the CIA files to find that 
the published report was completely 
in error." 

He did not say who they were, but 
portions of the letters, sent to Vene- 
zuelan President Carlos Andres Perez 
and former West German Chancellor 
Willy Brandt, have been made public 
in those countries. 

Carter said he has “reviewed all of 
the correspondence between the Intel- 
ligence Oversight Board and Presi- 
dent Ford last year," and has not 
found “any instance of an impropriety 
or an illegality that is presently being 
conducted or that was conducted in 
the last six or eight months, as far 
back as my study went." , 

While the President did not elabo- 
rate on that remark either, it appears 
to go a bit beyond any comments he 
has made on the subject since The 
Washington Post disclosed that Jor- 
dan’s King Husein secretly received 
several million dollars from the CIA 
over a 20-year period. 


In his news conference Wednesday 
I Carter said that he had not found 
“anything illegal or improper," but he 
gave no time frame. A 'bit later in the 
news conference he said Sen. Daniel 
K. Inouye (D-Hawaii), chairman of the 
Senate Intelligence Committee, would 
confirm “that the impropriety or the 
illegality does not exist on any ongo- 
ing CIA operation.” 

At his regular news briefing yester- 
day morning, White House press sec- 
retary Jody Powell refused to com- 
ment on whether the difference in the 
President's two replies meant impro- 
prieties or illegalities had been found 
and stopped. 

Carter told the State Department 
employees that the comprehensive re- 
view of all sensitive intelligence activ- 
ities now being conducted by the ad- 
ministration is an attempt to “evolve 
very graphically what the intelligence 
community ought to be, what the lim- 
its of divulging of this material ought 
to bee ..." 

He said he favors one joint congres- 
sional committee with few members 
to oversee intelligence activities, but 
does not know if that is feasible. 

Earlier yesterday, the President 
stood in a light rain in an open court- 
yard at the Department of Transporta- 
tion answering employees’ questions. 

In one reply, the President acknowl- 
edged that the administration “is mov- 
ing slowly" in filling many top- jobs 
and added that some high level posi- 
tions “will never be filled" because 
they are considered unnecessary. 

At the White House, meanwhile, the 
nominations of two blacks to adminis- 
tration positions were announced yes- 
terday by press secretary Jody Powell. 
They are James A. Joseph, 41, presi- 
dent of the Cummins Engine, Co. in 


Columbus, Ind., to be upder secretary 
of interior (the No. 2 position in the 
department, and Ernest G. Green, 35, 
executive director of Recruitment and 
Training Program, Inc., in New York, 
to be assistant secretary of labor for 
employment and training. 

Other nominations announced by 
•' Powell were: 

•Carin Ann Clauss, 38, the associate 
solicitor for the Fair Labor Standards 
Division of the Labor Department, to 
be solicitor of the Labor Department. 

•Robert J. Brown, 47, the Labor De- 
partment’s regional administrator in 
Denver, to be under secretary of labor. 

•Charles Hugh Warren, 49, a mem- 
ber of the California General Assem- 
bly and a lawyer, to be chairman of 
k the Council on Environmental Qual- 
i ity. 

4 »Frank A. Weil, 46, an officer of , 
y Paine, Webber, Jackson & Curtis in 
’ Nerw York, to be assistant secretary of 
commerce for domestic and interna- 
tional business. 

•Leo M. Krulitz, 38, vice president 
and treasurer of the Irwin Manage- 
ment Co. in Columbus, Ind., to be so- 
licitor of the Interior Department. 

Donald Elisburg, 38, the general 
counsel of the Senate Committee on 
Labor and Public Welfare, to be as- 
sistant secretary of labor for employ- 
ment standards. 

Powell also announced that Carter 
has nominated Thomas D. Morris, a 
.former assistant comptroller general, 
to be the first inspector general of the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare. The post was created by Con- 
gress last year to detect and eliminate 
fraud and abuse in HEW programs. 
Morris and a staff of more than 1,000 
will have an annual budget of about 
$25 million, Powell said.
